George McGovern, D-S.D., has dis­ 
patched a secret letter to the Senate Intelligence Committee urging 
an investigation of unresolved questions about CIA dirty tricks in 
support of the now-fallen Greek dictatorship.

The wealthy Grcek-American busin­ 
essman, McGovern pointed out, “ was 
the first person n am ed by President 
Nixon in the White House tapes as the 
m an to be approached for money to 
s a tis f y th e d e m a n d s of W a t e r g a t e 
burglar E. Howard Hunt.” 
Although there is no evidence P a p ­ 
pas provided the hush money, he was a 
prominent Nixon contributor and also 
served on P resident Ford s F inanc e 
Committee. 
McGovern also charged that Greek 
exile journalist Elias Ddmetracopnu- 
los. one of the dictators' most effective 
enemies, was harassed by the Justice 
Dept., the FBI and CIA. 
Demetracopoulos, wrote the senator.

out by the Archdiocese of 
San Antonio.

Action-Express early last 
year, the ultimate plan 
for the restored cathedral 
was 
to 
remove 
the 
priests’ quarters from 
the rear of the church 
and expose the apse (that 
is the rear) and the 
domed sanctuary which 
were part of the original 
Spanish 
church 
and 
which are still intact and 
enclosed inside the pre­ 
sent residence structure 
which faces City Hall and 
Military Plaza. 
Archbishop Francis 
r'urey has decided to go 
ahead with that work now 
rather than wait. What is 
being built on the former 
parking lot adjacent to 
the historic cathedral is 
the new priests’ r e si­ 
dence. 
The decision was made 
after AIIRight Parking 
had just completed a 
contract tor the property, 
so not all of the property 
is available for church 
use just yet. 
The new residence is 
being built well hack 
from Main Plaza, but is 
low enough and has sim- 
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pie architectural features 
so it will not detract from 
the cathedral. 
Once the new residence 
is built, the old residence 
will be demolished, ex­ 
posing 
the 
original 
church structure — said 
by some to be the oldest 
existing church sane 
tuary 
in 
the 
United 
States. 


The 
San 
Fernando 
Church was used as 
lookout by Travis's men 
prior to the arrival of the 
Mexican forces and Santa 
Anna set up his head 
quarters in front of the 
cathedral in preparation 
for the Battle of the Ala 
mo. At that time, there 
was nothing hut the river 
and 
open 
country 
between San Fernando 
and Mission San Antonio. 
Meanwhile, parking 
will continue on the lot in 
front of the new resi 
donee for a couple of 
years until the amended 
contract with the parking 
operators expires. When 
the cars are moved away 
from there, a mini-park 
ot trees, tiles and, per 
haps, a small fountain 
will grace that important 
downtown corner front­ 
ing Main Plaza. 
That whole area is tak­ 
ing on a new look with 
Plaza de Armas coming 
along on its restoration 
behind City Hall. This is 
the old Vogel Belt Build 
ing and it is being turned 
into a really splendid 
restored shopping gal 
lery.

The worst cries, of 
course, are coming from 
people who have long 
supported the Starving 
Artists Show of the Little 
Church of La Villita. 
Some other groups have 
tried to capitalize on the 
name and the church 
went to court to get them 
to stop. So instead of 
starving artists, we now 
have 
“ underfed” 
or 
“ hungry” artists. 


Basically 
the 
c o m ­ 
plaint is that the paint­ 
ings being sold in these 
one and two-day exhibi­ 
tions are not really ori­ 
ginal art works in the 
usual sense — or at least 
not art works like those 
sold at the Starving Ar­ 
tlet* Show.

Charge countered 


R O BB ED member Al von Armstead 
countered W illiam s’ charges by say­ 
ing, “ We don't endorse any candidate 
regardless of how active he has been in 
the community—-or inactive. 
“ We feel that the candiate should 
endorse what the people want." 


So saying, R O B B ED members out­ 
lined what they called vital needs for 
council attention in the district.

Tile tie was broken on the following 
motion to convert the center to a 
handicapped program required by the' 
state. Board President Dupe Vela, who 
did not vote on the first motion, broke 
the tie in favor of a handicapped 
center. 
Escamilla had said that with good 
administration the center could be 
utilized for both purposes until federal 
grants could be located for new faci­ 
lities for the handicapped. 
The district’s administration has 
failed already in seeking funds from 
the U.S. Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare, Escam illa said, 
adding that HEW has about $135 mil­ 


lion available to school districts for 
any purpose. 
Paren ts and concerned school 
teachers jammed the meeting room to 
protest the change recommended by 
Supt. Ruben Lopez. 
They said they wanted to keep the 
pre-school program as it is. They also 
said converting the center would iso­ 
late the handicapped children from 
healthy children their own ago. 
Keeping handicapped children with 
healthy students is necessary to teach 
both how to function later in society, 
teachers from the center said. 
Shift planned 
Escam illa said the pre-school pro­ 
gram will now be conducted in regular 
school buildings. 
However, he said, it may soon lose 
its federal funding sources because the 
center itself had been the biggest rea­ 
son for past grants. 
During the meeting, Mrs. Minnie 
Aleman, a spokesperson for teachers 
and concerned parents against the 
change, was not allowed to speak. 
At one point, Vela asked a policeman 
to escort M rs. Alem an out of the 
meeting room. However, after a short 
discussion she was allowed to stay in 
the room, but she was not allowed to 
speak.

Our assessment of President 
Carter while he was still a can­ 
didate was that he is a tough and 
determ ined fellow. He made 
commitments during his cam ­ 
paign tnat were departures from 
many political campaigners of 
the past. Now, to the surprise 
only of those who haven’t read 
his biography, he is making a 
strong move to keep those com­ 
mitments. 
The Senate has renewed pre­ 
sidential power to reorganize 
the bureaucracy and the House 
is expected to follow suit before 
the end of March. 
But Mr. Carter has c h a l­ 
lenged the Congress where the 
members are sensitive — and 
probably least prepared to bat­ 
tle on merits of legislation. The 
President insists upon the right 
to review and oppose projects he 
deems to be “an inefficient use 
of the taxpayers’ money.’’ 
In this case, the fight is over 
19 water projects. One indepen­ 
dent appraisal found one of the 
19 that appears sound. The other 
18 fall into the classic definition 
of “pork barrel projects’’ — not 
economically sound but someth­ 
ing for the district back home 
that will spend federal money 
there and redound to the credit 
of sponsoring members of Con­ 
gress. 
Senate Majority Leader Ro­ 
bert Byrd said the Senate vote 
(65 to*24 last T hursday) is a 
“ clear signal to the White House 
that this Congress expects to be 
consulted on m a tters w hich 
come within the responsibility of 
the legislative branch.’’ 
He was talking about the 
water projects — mostly dams 
— and the P resid en t’s stated 
intent to review and possibly try 
to block them . P resid en tia l 


press secretary Jody Powell 
said the President would use 
“ all lawful m eans” to cut pro­ 
jects once he decides they are 
based on “ loose criteria” and 
that he will seek public support 
for his position. 
Goal, Pow ell said, is a ba­ 
lanced budget within this presi­ 
dential term. 
. The face-off appears headed 
toward another fireside chat. 
The Senate is still at work on 
the second part of the pay-raise 
understanding: a financial limi­ 
tation and disclosure law. And 
another indication of how the 
system works, it should be noted 
that the so-called sunshine law-, 
went into effect last Saturday, 
amended into key ambiguities 
by the experts on such matters. 
There is no clear definition in 
the law on critical terms. The 
su nsh in e law is designed to 
force public business into public 
view. But there’s lack of defini­ 
tion for what constitu tes a 
meeting or agency or how public 
public meetings should be. 
Senate sponsor, Sen. Lawton 
Chiles, said, “ They’ve put a lot 
of bramblebushes and pitfalls in 
the path. They may try to find or 
invent technicalities or nit-pick­ 
ing points of procedure to close 
meetings.” 
The P resident has a m oun­ 
tainous task ahead. Reorganizing 
ing the 1,900 agen cies of g o ­ 
vernment into about 200 has a1-, 
ready started. It is to be a 
from-bottom-up process. 
We might even get an ethics 
law that works. 
Meetings might be more open 
than before. 
But Mr. Carter is taking away 
the jelly beans when he tries to 
stop

When the idea of union of 
military people cam e up, the 
predominant view was that it 
Id never be because it 
"L l work. Proponents keep 


pressing their views, arguing 
that the military rank-and-file 
should have representation of 
their rights and privileges. 
The volunteer army has seen 
changes that would make many 
of the old-line non-coms go out 
of their m inds. Housekeeping 
and other duties aren’t done like 
they used to be. 
But the notion that a military 
fighting force could be or should 
be organized into unions is an 
idea still far ahead of its time in 
the ll. S. 
Non-union m ilitary should 
keep some of the better jobs as 
career-advance encouragement, 
however. As long as there are 
people running the world, we 
will need the military lo settle 
disputes and we think the m ili­ 
tary people should remain top 
quality.

ll is not polite to talk about oil _ 
in Saudi Arabia, just as it w asn’t 
to discuss coal in the drawing 
rooms of Victorian England. 


The stuff comes nut of the ground in 
the east, where Aramcn laid the foun­ 
dations of American suburbia. 
It underpins the capital of Riyadh, 
where concrete flattens the desert. 
But for sheer wealth it’s Jeddah that 
counts. 
In this major commercial center on 
the Hod Sea a plot of land that cost ITOH 
two vears ago has just changed hands 
for $200,000. 
San Francisco 
When I heard about Jeddah in co­ 
op-happy Riyadh it sounded like San 
Francisco. 
“ Ah, but wait until you see Jeddah,” 
people would say wistfully-. 
Yes, i f s different. I f s got a few 
hundred thousand more people, for a 
start. 
Jeddah is the only city in the world 
that houses foreign em b assies and 
isn't a capital. 
The Foreign M inistry, m ore of a 
wedding cake than a building, over­ 
looks one of the best and worst views in 
Saudi — the sparkling sea that delights 
me after desert-bound Riyadh, and the 
road between, packed w it ii cars and 
dangerous drivers. 
Like camels 
As an Arab remarked, “ Saudis drive 
their cars as they drove their camels 
They look neither left nor right and 
they beat them until they go faster.” 
They couldn't look left or right if 
they wanted to: They’re blinkered by 
their headdresses. 
There’s twice as much traffic on the

roads as there need be. Everyone’s 
sending 
notes with 
his 
driver to 
everyone else. 
Outings are further complicated by 
the fact that there are no street names 
or num bers and, unlike Riyadh, no 
visible town planning 
Directions for dinner go something 
like this: “ Tell the driver to go to the 
school. I don’t know its name; ifs the 
boys’ school. Take the second turn, go 
over a hill — but mind the oil drum s — 
look for a yellow gate, then count seven 
more. You’ll know if if s the right one, 
because I ’ll have a m an sta n d in g 
I here.” 
Several schools 
It turns out there are several boys’ 
schools in the area, the oil drum s are a 
mound of building rubble, the gate’s 
turned brown in tile sun, and every 
entrance has a whole crowd standing 
in it. 
When you've finally arrived, h ag ­ 
gard and neurotic, the people of Je d ­ 
dah make up for it by being the most 
generous, h o spitab le and outgoing 
there are anywhere. 
There is a group in Riyadh; there are 
groups in Je d d a h . At the very top 
there's only The Group. 
Ma'monn and Lita Tam er ii re part of 
it. They’re having a soiree. Ma’nioon 
owns the biggest chain of pharmacies 
and beauty parlors in Jeddah. 
C om pared to those still R iyadh 
parties with barely desegregated men 
and women suffering from prickly 
awareness of each other, this could be 
New York. 
The women arc all decked out — but 
in thin-strapped dresses, sometimes 
cut short to emphasize their chic and 
daring. 
The better the Jeddah name, the less 
flamboyant, the plainer the material, 
the liner the cut. 
Wealth betrayed 
Only the blue-white rocks betray the 
wealth in the room. None of it’s in­ 
sured, no one would dare burglarize 
the names in tins room — ifs more 
than their life's worth, let alone their 
right hand. 
The jewelry is kept at home in boxes, 
but it doesn t travel abroad. 
Needless to say the crim e rate in 
New York horrifies them (” l hardly 
dare leave our a p a rtm e n t on Fifth 
Avenue” ). 
The whisky flows unselfconsciously. 
No one is su rprised, as they are rn 
Riyadh, that I don t drink alcohol. Be­ 
cause if s taken so much for grunted 
here, it doesn't have the same obses­ 
sive attraction.

The Alireza family was trading with 
Egypt from Arabia before the Prophet 
was born — and that's “ nonorigin” ? 
Nowhere else in the world is there 
the sam e discrepancy between' how 
things are meant to be (separate de­ 
velopment for women, no liquor, etc.) 
and how they are, except possibly in 
Russia. 
Now the ultim ate Saudi contradic­ 
tion must surely be the fact that the 
head of intelligence and national se­ 
curity affairs hasn't a drop of Saudi 
blood in his veins. I f s one of those 
more exquisite ironies that you might 
find hard to swallow . 
But no, if s true. 
Kamal Adham. the man who heads 
the intelligence system, is half Turkish 
and hall Albanian. 
How did he get to this ex alted 
position? An unbeatable combination 
of natural intelligence and nepotism. 
Half-brother 
Adham is the adored half-brother of 
Queen Ii fat, the adored favorite wife of 
Faisal. 
He is secretive, shadowy, moves 
around the world almost without dis­ 
turbing the air.

Adham has an organization of his 
own in Saudi that can bypass official­ 
dom. If anyone runs into trouble in 
R iyadh or J e d d a h , K am al A dham 
would be the man to go to — he has the 
power to make decisions and the so­ 
phistication to weight the decisions 
he’s making. 
Anyone with a less than clear cons­ 
cience should stay away from his X-ray 
eyes. 
But t h e r e ’s a n o th e r A dham , “ A 
proper gentlem an.” as a friend puts it. 
Ile is the top of Je d d a h ’s top group 
When he is at hom e he e n te rta in s.

At home he’s a character that 
only Hollywood or Saudi could have 
created.

Dear Ann; I am writing this letter in 
an attempt to alert parents and hope­ 
fully sp a re their children y e a rs of 
struggle, agony and heartbreak. 
I just heard a report about the low 
percentage of children who have had 
vaccinations to protect them against 
polio. 
I was a victim of polio in the early 
‘50s before the vaccine was developed. 
I had to undergo two operations and 
years of special exercises to overcome 
a terrible complex. 
With the help of doctors, parents and 
friends. I m astered most difficulties 
and now live a normal life. 
What happened to me was something 
nobody could help or prevent. But w hat 
would you say if someday your crip­ 
pled child asked you, "Why didn’t you 
protect me? Why didn’t you get me the 
vaccination?” 
Many parents arc unaw are of the 
d a n g e r because, th an k God, there 
hasn’t been a polio epidemic in a long 
time. It could happen again. 
Hope 
Somebody Listens 
Dear Hope: 
So do I. In the m ean­ 
time. oral polio vaccines are available 
free of charge to any school-age child 
in Chicago and Cook County. 
Parents who are interested should* 
call the Board of Health. They will be 
referred to the nearest clinic. 
Parents in other cities should phone 
their own City or County Health De­ 
partments for information as to what is 
available in their area.

And while we’re on the subject, hear 
this from Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare Secretary Joseph A. Califano, Jr.: 
“ Sixteen million children under 14 
years of age have not been vaccinated 
against polio. Of course these pro­ 
gram s are expensive, but I will find the 
money to fund them .”

Current recommendations for vac­ 
cinating children are as follows: Polio: 
Three shots at two. four and 18 months 
of age. At five years — a booster. 
Diphtheria, whooping cough and te­ 
tanus: Protection from all three dis­ 
eases can be obtained in one shot. This 
shot should be given in four doses — the 
first at two months of age, again at four 
months, again at six months and finally 
at IO months. 
Measles: One shot at 15 months of 
age. unless an epidemic occurs, in 
which case the parents should consult a 
doctor about earlier vaccination. 
Rubella or German measles: One 
shot at one year of age. (This may be 
changed soon and given along with 
measles shot.) 
Mumps: One shot at one year of age. 
(May also be changed and combined 
with measles-rubella vaccine.)

ago, when someone asked Rosaiynn 
Carter if she thought she could wield 
any real power as the “ honorary 
chairperson” of a presidential com­ 
mission, she responded haltingly, he­ 
sitantly. a bit uncertain of her words. 
“ I think.” she said, pausing to 
consider them carefully, “ I think that 
if I want to. I can — an<J I intend to.' 
The moment passed quickly, but it 
may have provided a casual bench­ 
mark for measuring the impact of life 
in the White House on the President’s 
soft-spoken wife. 
He had been in office not quite a 
month that day, and the considerable 
weight and privilege of her own role 
seemed vague to her, certainly not as 
clearly defined as they appeared to be 
Monday when she talked at length 
about her new world, its possibilities, 
its problems and the new style sin4 has 
decreed for social events in the old 
mansion. 


“ It’s really kind of funny to me to see 
people kind of squirm because we 
don’t serve liquor in the White House,” 
she said in an interview in her East 
Wing office. “ I kind of enjoy it. It 
doesn’t bother me at all. 
“ I don’t object to anybody drinking. 
They can drink if they want to. but if I 
don't want to serve liquor in the White 
House.

House, she had done and seen a great 
deal.

Tho University of Texas at San 
Antonio has been granted full 
accreditation. 
UTSA President Dr. Peter T. Flawn 
made the announcement Monday after 
he received notification from the 
Southern Assn. of Colleges and 
Schools. 
“ We are very pleased with this ex­ 
pression of confidence in our academic 
programs, faculty, students and ad­ 
ministration,” ho said. 
Accredited at the graduate level iii 
1674. the new university became eligi­ 
ble for undergraduate accreditation 
when it awarded its first bachelor's 
degrees in May 1976. 
A SACS team visited UTSA last 
October and the organization's dele­ 
gate assembly voted in December to 
grant full accreditation. 
The report of the accreditation visit­ 
ing team, chaired by Dr. William Ba­ 


yard. Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
and State University, noted UTSA has 
faced the challenge of organizing a 
large multipurpose university. 


“ In a very few years, indeed, the 
university, acting under imaginative 
and dedicated leadership, organized a 
substantial graduate program . . . and 
opened its programs to several thou­ 
sand undergraduate st inputs at all le­ 
vels of study in one fell swoop,” the 
committee observed. 
The report cited “the recruitment of 
a diversified, highly qualified, cooper­ 
ative and energetic faculty’’ as an 
“ impressive achievement.” The team 
also commended the faculty for their 
strong sense of dedication in meeting 
extra demands and said the faculty 
“ set high standards for itself in teach­ 
ing and research.” 
Dr. Flawn noted because accredita­ 
tion applies retroactively within the 


year awarded, all UTSA graduates 
hold degrees from an accredited uni­ 
versity.

They argue that Dr. Richards is not 
eligible to compete against the other 
ladies because Renee was not always a 
w om an. Previously a m ale doctor, 
R enee b ecam e an in te rn a tio n a lly 
known te n n is p la y e r a fte r a sex 
change. 
The WTA ignores the fact that Dr. 
Richards is legally a female. 
Julie Heldman, formerly a Virginia 
Slims player, says the WTA refuses to 
allow Dr. Richards to compete because 
“ they are afraid. 
“ They’re scared. They don’t know 
what’s happening,” Julie said during a 
visit yesterday. 
J u l i e ’s m o th e r. G la d y s, is the 
founder of the Lionel Cup tour, which 
consists of four different $20.0(10 tour­ 
naments. beginning with the one here 
next Monday through Saturday (quali­ 
fying starts tomorrow). 


“ T hat is one of the g re a t things 
about the Lionel Cup,” explains Held­ 
man. "F or a $25 entry fee, any woman 
can play, with no exceptions.” 
Some of the players in tile field of 32 
will be WTA m e m b ers. Obviously, 
their association will not appreciate 
them entering the same tournament as 
Renee Richards. 
“ It’s sad, it really is sad,” Heldman 
says, obviously not agreeing with the* 
way the WTA is handling the Richards 
case.

Are you sure you are insetting thj tablet" 
correctly? It should be placed high in the vagina for 
hest, effects. Follow the instruction on the package* 
carefully. It will explain proper use of the applica­ 
tor. 
The birth control pill can be a factor in the per­ 
sistence of the infection. Try another method of 
contraception for a while. The yeast organism would 
not remain on the underclothing to cause reinfec­ 
tion This is often a tricky business. 
Sometimes prolonged use of oral antibiotics 
themselves will alter the mucous membrane of the 
vagina and allow growth of yeast organisms. My 
booklet on vaginitis may give von other leads (25 
cents and a stamped, self-addressed envelope to.me 
in care of this newspaper).

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I d like to know if wrinkles in 
the ear lobe are a clue to some kind of trouble. I 
recall reading somewhere where it could indicate 
high blood pressure — Mr.s.

I know of no evidence linking ear lobe wrinkles to 
high blood pressure or any other disease. This 
theory surfaced a year or so ago.

Powell said this support should riot be 
linked in any way with efforts to limit 
strategic a rm s and noted that p re p a r­ 
ations for S e c r e ta r y of State C y ru s 
Vance’s trip to Moscow on M arch 28 
are pr eceeding without delay. 


Warning 


Powell responded to a warning Sun­ 
day in the Communist part newspaper 
Pravda that Carter’s outspokenness on 
h u m a n rig h ts could d a m a g e th e a t ­ 
m o s p h e r e s u r r o u n d i n g an y f u t u r e 
strategic a r m s limitation talks. 
“ Detente and the normal conduct of 


talks presuppose the establishment of 
trust l>etween the negotiating parties 
and respect for the laws and traditions 
of each o t h e r , " P r a v d a s a i d . “ A t­ 
tempts to exert pressure on us and to 
bargain for concessions of principles 
are bringing about an atm osphere of 
distrust.” 


The article was the latest in a series 
of Kremlin protests against C a r t e r ’s 
support for Soviet dissidents and his 
statements on behalf of hum an rights 
around the world.

Asked whether Carter is concerned 
that the Soviets a r e linking h u m a n 
rights and strategic a r m s , the press 
secretary replied: ‘i ' m not going to try 
to comment on individual articles that 
appear from time to tim e .”
